A QUEER INSTITUTION. 


Dr. Ruggies’s Report on the Sacra- 
mento Foundlings’ Home. 
(BY ASSOCIATED TRESS WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 3.—The State 
Board of Examiners today referred to 
the Attorney-General a communication 
from Winfield Scott, secretary of the 
defunct. Viticultural Commission, in 
which he holds that the act providing 
for the transfer of the property lately 
in the possession of the commission is 
void because it violates the provisions 
of Art. iv. sec, 24, of the Constitution 
of State. After calling at- 
tention to the appropriation of $5000 fore 
the use of the regents of the State 
University for completing the unfia- 
ished work of the commission, he says 
it is easily apparent from a reading of 
the title of the act that there is no 
reference therein to any appropriations 
for the uses of the regents. ° 

Dr. Ruggles, president of the State 
Board of Health, who investigated the 
charges against the Home for Found- 
lings in this city, preferred by Dr. 
Waggoner of this city, submitted his 
report. He finds that the institution 
is cleanly kept, and the the inmates 
are not underfed. Concerning the’ alle- 
gation of great mortality, Dr. Ruggles 
says he is surprised that the institution 
has done so well. The mortality was 53 
per cent. of the admissions, but he says 
that when it is considered that the 
great majority of these are of a de- 
graded, dissipated and diseased crigin 
it does not seem so strange. Dr. Rug- 
Sles concludes his report as follows: 

Very strong inferential.evidence was 
produced to sustain the allegation as 
to immorality among the inmates. 
These charges are of a very serious na- 
ture, and, if sustained, should receive . 
very severe condemnation. The evi- 

ence is somewhat conflicting, but 
enough to shown to place some of the 
ae in a very compromising situa- 

on, 
There seems to be a very pe⸗ 
culiar condition attached to this insti- 
tution. It is, nominally, a foundlings’ 
home, yet really an orphan asylum, 
with inmates of all ages up to 13 years. 
If it be really a home. for foundlings, 
my opinion is that no children Wer 5 
or 6 years of age should be admitted, 
and those already there, over that age, 
should be transferred to the regularly 
organized orphan asylum.

HAVANA, Jan. 3.—(By South Ameri- 
can Cable.) The authorities confess 
the grave condition of affairs by pro- 
claiming martial law for the provinces 
of Havana and Pinar del Rie. Maximo 
Gomes has declared his purpose to pen- 
etrate into the province of Pinar del 
Rio. Although his forcés have not 
reached the borders of that province, 
the action of the authorities is under- 
stood to indioate that they have no 
opes of preventing him from carrying 
ut Ris threat.

| done within the city.

THE'ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 


DUFFIELD PRESENTS THE 


GEN. 
5 JOINT REPORT. 


There is no International Trouble 


Whatever, Says the Suarveyor, 
Only a Possibility—What that 
Possibility Is. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) _ 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Gen. Duf- 
field, the chief of the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey, today presented to the 
Secretary of State the joint report on 
the Alaskan. boundary, 
agreed upon by him and the Canadian 
representative; Mr... King, at Albany 
this week. The report will probably 


not be made public until it is trans- 


mitted to Congress, but it shows a 
practical agreement between the sur- 
veys of the two governments, and may 
have the effect of partially quieting the 
apprehension of trouble over the 
boundary. 

The greatest difference betwéen the 
lines run by the engineers of the two 
governments is fifteen seconds of 
longitude. In view of the two surveys, 
Duffield does not hesitate to express 
the opinion that there can be no se- 
rious dispute between the United Staies 
and Canada over the boundary. He 
said: “The line is as plain from the 
treaty as though it had been recorded 
by deed and map.” 

The two commissions who met at Al- 
bany had no-authority to fix the bound- 
ary, but only to recommend from the 
surveys which have been made the 
Unes to de definitely established. The 


ratification of their work remains for 


another joint committee, and Secretary 
Olney will doubtless recommend to 
Congress an act for the appointment 
of a commissioner to represent the 
United States for this purpose. 

Gen. Duffield is confident that the} 
British can find no grounds upon which 
to base a claim to the gold fields of 
the Yukon River, since a British engi- 
neer in 1893, after a very careful ob- 
servation, marked the banks of the 
Yukon and Forty-Mile Creek, where 
these streams are crossed by the one 
hundred and forty-first meridian, and 
his marks were verified by the United 
States survey. The only possible 
ground for contention which Gen. Duf- 
field foresees is furnished by that 
Phrase of the Russian-British treaty 
that at no point shall the boundary be 
more than ten marine leagues from the 
shore. The United States government 
interprets this to mean continental 
leagues, while England might contend 
that ten leagues from the island shore 
was contemplated, a construction 


which w6uld deprive the United States 


of a valuable strip of territory 


if sus- 
tained.

President in maintaining the honor 
and dignity of the nation in the field 
of diplomacy, it could not indorse his 
recommendations on the currency 
question. One of the President’s mis- 
takes, Mr. Sherman said, was in at- 
tributing our currency troubles to the 
demand for gold in redemption of 
United States notes, instead of to the 
revenue deficiency caused by the legis- 
lation of the Fifty-third Congress. Mr. 
Sherman showed that the President's 
plan for retiring the legal-tenders and 
treasury notes would increase the in- 
terest-bearing debt by about $500,000,- 
000, contract the currency by a like 


amount, and “arrest the progress of 


every American industry.“ 
Among the interesting points brought 


dt dy Mr. Sherman was the fact that 


the deficiencies of revenue, which have 


deen a marked feature of the present 


administration, are the only deficien- 


dies that the treasury has had to face 


Since 1866. That is to say, for a quar-

He would 
meet such deficiencies by bonds or 
certificates of indebtedness of small 
denominations at a low rate of inter- 
est; which. bonds, he thinks, would 
readily be taken by the people through 
national banks, sub-treasuries, and 
postoffices,. He would also require the 
reserve funds of national banks to be 
held in legal-tenders, thus decreasing 
the liability of the legal-tenders to be 
presented for redemption. This also 
seems like a good suggestion, cal- 
culated to put a check upon the opera- 
tion of the “endless chain.“ 

Mr. Sherman thinks that our cur- 
rency system, “when cured of a few 
defects developed by “time,” will be 
sound and, practicable. “Such a sys-

SENATOR WILSON AN AUTHORITY 
ON YENESUELA, 


He Discourses Interestingly of the 
Pousibilities of War—Republic- 
ans and the Tarif- Delegate 
Murphy's Views—Brighter Pros- 


-pects for the Pacific Slope. 


(SPRCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, (D. C.,) Dec. 27— 
Senator John L. Wilson of Washington 
is enjoying quite a boom just now, his 
knowledge of Venezuela gained while 
his father was United States Minister 
to that country being frequently in- 
voked by Senators and members 
of Congress. Senator Wilson’s views 
always receive respectful atten- 
tion, and they are considered sound, 
but upon this question, he is 
authority, His description of Venezuela 
puts the country in a new light. When 
he resided at Caracas it was a city of 
75,000 people, and noted for its beauty. 
There were no railroads in that coun- 
try then, Since that time railroads have 
been built and Venezuela hes enjoyed 
a wonderful increase in population. and 
wealth. Of the boundary question. itself 
he did not talk, as that would be ex- 
amined into by the commission, and 
until an official report shall be made, 
spéculations are not only not of inter- 
est, but improper for a Senator to make. 
He however, talked-about the possibil- 
ity of war, to his mind-a rather remove 
contingency, and which he hoped would 
not occur; but in case England would 
not, after the commission had 3 
submit to a fair adjustment, it woul 
become necessary to resort to the force 
of arms. England, he said, would at 
first have the advantage in such a 
contest, but the United States as a. 
country has vastly greater recupera- 
tive power, and is poss of more re- 
serve force. In 1860 there was but $16,- 
000,000,000 wealth in the United States, 
which in thirty years has reached $65,- 
000,000, accumulating three times as 
much in thirty years as in the previous 
century and a half. One hundred and 
eixty thousand miles of the 360,000 miles, 
of railroad in the world, are in the 


United States. Puring the past twenty-~ 


five years, in addition to all ex 
and improvements, the United States 
has paid $2,000,000,000 in debts, and 
given $1,000,000,000 in pensions. He, how- 
ever, was very emphatic in his asser- 
tions as to the needs of the Pacific 


Coast in the way of fortifications, ““We 


have absolutely none,” he said. The 


English have a gréat naval station at 


Esquimault upon the Straits of Fuca, 
and our shores are within sound of the 
morning and evening guns of Great 
Britain, They have their gunboats, tor- 
pedoes and a first-class armament in 
every particular. They could lay tribute 
in twelve hours upon all the cities of 
Puget Sound and take possession and 
control the coal supply of the Pacific 
Coast, and we are entirely defenseless. 
It is true there are some guns mounted 
at the th of the Columbia, but they 
are not fit for use Not only is the Pu- 
get Sound commerce of great impor- 
tance, but the coal supply would be 
exceedingly valuable in case of War. 
and the Alaska boundary dispute gives 
additional strategic importance to that 
section.” Senator Wilson's remarks 
can be quoted as indicating the general 
opinion of Senators and Congressmen. 
The Venezuelan incident has awak- 
ened them to the possibility of a war 
when the United States is not ready for 
it,

The agreement of the Republicans as 
to x, tariff will, if nged at all, be 
for the purpose of affording 
greater protection than has as yet been 
proposed, and it is understood, although 
this cannot be positively stated, that 
the President will not veto the bill 
when passed. Delegate Murphy of Ari- 
gona says the “time has come to stop 


financial floundering and devise and 
‘Adopt a distinctive American. policy, 


systematized, effective and permanent.” 
He also believes that there should be 
bonds “in the nature of a popular loan 
of at least $500,000,000, covered by low 
interest-bearing long-life bonds, say 3 
per cent 10-30s of denominations of 
$1000, $500, $250, $100, $50 and 325.“ To 
satisfy the silver men he would retire 


and open the mints to the free coinage 
of both gold and silver at a parity. As 
to the tariff he thinks that a sufficient: 
tariff should be required to meet the ex- 
pense account of the government, and 
at ‘the same time properly protect 
American industry and labor. “I think 
a tariff commission should be created, 
and the question removed in a greater 
degree from political strife, and as a 
frequently-recurring disturber of com- 
mercial interests,“ he said. He believes 
in the present Congress going to the 
bottom of the tariff question, and as to 
the cry of economy he said: “I do not 
wish to be understood as favoring 
wasteful extravagance, but to build up 
the country in the way of internal im- 
provements, coast defenses, pérmanent 
good roads and public highways on 
water and land under proper Official 
management and care. I would be glad 
to see billions appropriated and ex- 
pended, and to go in debt for such pur- 


poses I consider the very wisest kind of 


economy. It would give employment to 
labor, relieve distress, bring prosperity 
and happiness to the people, enhance 
the value of property, and be safe in a 
business way by building up and in- 
creasing the value of the security 
which would be required to meet the 
obligations when they mature.“ 
Republican members came to Washing- 
ton with the idea that nothing could be 
done at the present session, It pre- 
ceded a Presidential election, and they 
did not want to repeat the record of 
the last Congress, over which Speaker 
Reed presided. The condition of the 
treasury precluded such a thing, as 
there was no money to expend, no mat- 
ter how desirable the purposes for 
which appropriations would he asked. 
It was supposed that a tariff bill would 
be vetoed, and they had but little hope 
of accomplishing much. But the unex- 
pected turn affairs have taken make 
them feel more free in endeavoring to 
carry out their projects, and already 
a spirit of liberality is displayed in the 
discussions in the House and the Iph-

MYSTERIOUS SUICIDE. 


— 


DAVID READE FOUND DEAD ON 
IAR FLOOR OF HIS ROOM. 


He Left ‘a Will Bequeathing 
Hundred Dollars ta His Land- 


the Associated Charities. 


Whatever made him do it will per- 
haps never be known, but it is a pretty 
plain case that David Reade committed 
suicide. 

The old man was found dead on the 
floor of his room at No. 506 East Third 
street about 6 o’clock last evening. All 
the surroundings indicated that he took 
his own life, but that is a matter for 
the Coroner to determine. 
Reade was about 65 years old, and 
appears to have been a resident of San 
Francisco until quite recently. Very 
little is known about him here, but it 
is certain that whatever his history, he 
was possessed of @ kind heart and in- 
tended that his little wealth should be 
used to alleviate the sufferings of the 
poor and needy when he was gone, as 
the following holographic will found 
on the bureau in his room, indicates:. 

No. 606 Third street Bast, 
LOS ANGELES, Jan. 1, 1896. 

I. David Reade. make this my last 
will and testament. I desire to ve cre- 
mated. I will and bequeath to the 
landlady of the room where I reside 
$100; one hundred dollars. Any money 
or property remaining to be given co the 
Associated Charities of Los Angeles, and 
I Appoint John Cross, president of that 
society, executor. without bonds. 

DAVID READE. 

The will was in an envelope ad- 
dressed to Capt. John Cross, president 
Associated Charities, room 11, County 
Courthouse. In the same envelope were 
three bank books, one showing a credit 
of $500 with the Savings Union of San 
Francisco, another showing 4 credit of 

in the Security Savings Bank of 
an Francisco and the third, a deposit 
of $300 with the State Loan and Trust 
Company of this city. The last-named 
deposit is dated October 23, and the 
San Francisco bank books are bal- 
anced at earlier dates, showing that 
Reade must have left San Francisco 
and e to Los Angeles something 
over two months ago. :

The landlady to whom Reade be- 
queathed $100 is Mrs. Dupuy, a French 
woman who keeps a lodging-house at 
No. 506 Hast Third street. The story 
of the suicide by Mrs. Dupuy and other 
persons in the house is to the effect 
that Reade engaged a room there De- 
cember 4. He was a nice, quiet old man, 
who kept regular hours and was 2 
kindly disposed toward those around 
him. He had with him a camping out- 
fit which he stored under his bed. He 
had no occupation but put in consider- 
able time looking for an opportunity to 
buy a small business. 8 
On Thursday evening Reade sat by 
the fire in the parlor till 11 o’clock. He 
appeared to be cheerful,and in good 
health, and told the landlady that he 
had offered $200 for a cigar-stand at 
the southwest corner of Second and 
Los Angeles streets, The price asked 
was $235, and he intended to go around 
next day and close the bargain, even 
if he had to pay the full amount de- 
manded. If he took the cigar- stand he 
would have to give up his room at Mrs. 
Dupuy’s house, as he would have living 
quarters in the rear of his store. Mrs. 
Dupuy had been very good to him, 
however, and he would repay her by 
sending her other roomers. 

At 11 p.m. the old man went to his 
room and that was the last seen of 
him alive. As he did not stir from *his 
room all day yesterday, the landlady 
became alarmed, and bégan to investi- 
gate. No answer came to her repeated 
knockings, so one cf the doors of his 
room was unlocked, and there lay the 
old man on the ‘floor, stiff and star 
in death. His bed was untouched, and 
he was fully dressed save his shoes, 
which had heen removed. He lay. with 
his head toward the bed, in front of a 
chair, as though he had fallen off it 
and died in a spasm. His form was all 
doubled un and his limbs were rigid. 

On the bureau -was an empty claret 
bottle and a beer mug, the latter with 
some white crystallized substance at 
the bottom. In his valise was a bottle 
of laudanum, very little, if any, of 
which had been used. A vial on the bu- 
reau contained a substance resembling 
oxalic acid, and the supposition is that 
a dose of this is what killed him. This 
theory would account for the white film 
in the mug. Two pink powder-papers 
were also found in the room, indicat- 
ing that he may have taken some other 
kind of poison in the form of powders. 
The large envelope containing the will 
and bank-books was placed in a con- 
spicuous place, the recént date of the 
will lending further color to the sui- 
cide theory. Reade’s room-rent was 
paid. in full to date, and the bequest 
‘of $100 to the landlady was probably 
intended as reimbursement for the in- 
convenience attendant to having a sui- 
cide in the house. 1 

The police were notifled⸗of the death 
about 6 p. m., and Officer Richardson 
went to the scene of the tragedy. Coro- 
ner Campbell was also notified upon his 
return from Santa Monica, and took 
charge of the remains, which he sent 
to Kregelo & Bresee’s, where the in- 
quest ‘will be held today at 10 am. |

We do not arrogate 
to ourselves any peculiar rg * to the 
government, but let us not be afraid to 
show our children that we stand by it, 
even to the giving of our lives for its 
security and perpetuity.” 

Capt. F. J. Cressey stepped upon the 
platform and,inviting Capt. G. B. Over- 
ton, who has been for twenty-five years 
a member of the regular army, to as- 


an impressive presentation speech. The 
flag is 9x18 feet, and is the only one in 
the State possessing forty-five stars, 
the last one being added in.anticipation 
of the admission of Utah. Capt. Cres- 
sey asked the members of the church 
to rise, and then, on behalf of the 
friends who gave it, presented them 
with the splendid flag, “the emblem of 
nationgl liberty we are permitted to en- 
joy in this land of ours.” He offered 
the members of the church warm con- 
gratulations and sincere sympathy in 
‘the struggle they had undergone in 
erecting the church. |

Re- 
lating the meaning of the Bastile to the 
French people, how it stood for the 
symbol of kingly power, Mrs. Spalding 
drew a graphic picture of the fall of 
the prison on the never-to-be-forgotten 
l4th of July, and told of the bloody 
scenes that followed the destruction of 
the stronghold. Contrasting the Bastile 
with Newgate. Mrs. Spalding drew a 
parallel between the two, to the disad- 
vantage of the English prison, stating 
that she did not do so with the desire 
of making invidious comparisons, but 
in simple just ee. 


The paper on Mme. Roland, read by 
Mrs. C. H. Davis, was in every way

The absurdity of the opera- 
tion consists in the fact that there is 
nothing to prevent the banks from 
promptly drawing out gold from the 
treasury again in exchange for the 
same greenbacks at par.

Stil there would be no 
harm in trying such a loan and there 
is no reason to doubt that a large 
amount of gold might be raised in this 
manner, if the denominations. of the 
bonds were made sufficiently small and 
they were offered for sale through the 
postoffices of the country. 
In any case, something must neces- 
sarily be done, and done soon, to stop 
the process of drawing out gold from 
the treasury by means of an “endless 
chain.“

ORANGES ALL THE YEAR. The 

present season has been a noteworthy 


have been made from Southern Cali- 
fornia at a more than usually early 
date. Another interesting fact is con- 
veyed in the statement which comes 
from Riverside that oranges have been 
shipped from that place during every 
month of 1895. This shows that much 
advance has been made in introducing 
varieties which ripen early or late. In 
the average year, when Florida. has 
ull crop, there is no great advantage. 
in producing early fruit here, but the 
case was different this year, owing to 
the destruction of the Florida crop,’ 
which left the eastern markets almost 
bare of oranges. The northern and 
central section of California are in the 
habit of boasting that their oranges 
ripen earlier than ours. This is all 
right, as long as they only raise suffi- 
cient to supply the northern part of 
the Pacific Coast, but should they begin 
to ship fruit East after Florida again 
has a crop they would find that early 
oranges are a drawback rather than 
an advantage. 4 

FRUIT DUTIES. Among the de- 
increased duties are the following for 
higher rates on fruits and nuts raised 
in this section: 
Apples, green or ripe, 15 cents a 
bushel; dried, desiccated, evaporated 
or prepared in any manner, 2 cents per 
pound; grapes; 1 cent per pound; olives 
green or prepared, 30 cents ad valorem; 
oranges, lemons ‘and limes, in packages 
at the rate of 15 cents per cubic foot 
of capacity; in bulk, $2 per 1000; plums, 
prunes and figs, 2 cents per pound: 
raisins, 3 cents per pound: other dried 
grapes, including Zante currants and 
all other currant or dried grapes simi- 
lar to Zante currants, 2 cents per 
pound; fruits preserved in their own 
juices, 30 cents ad valorem. “Almonds. 
not shelled, 4 cents per pound; shelled, 
6 cents per pound. Filberts and wal- 
nuts of all kinds, not shelled, 3 cents 
per pound; shelled 5 cents per pound.”

Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that the week which ended 1895 
and ushered in 1896 has been very dull in 


mercantile circles, as is usual at this period. | 


The volume of business has fallen away, 
sharply, owing to the New Year’s holiday and 
the quiet in trade circles at a time when 
stock-taking and preparing samples for com- 
mercial tfavelers are taking the attention of 
jobbers and commission houses, A slacken- 
ing of activity in some important manufac- 
turing lines is also noticeable. Telegrams from 
mercantile centers report slow orders, the ex- 
ception being at a few points in Southern 
States. Jobbers in leading lines at meny 
centers are confident as to the outlook for the 
trade in the near future, although in instances 
fears- are expressed of an unfavorable effect, 
due to inability to secure necessary legisla- 
tion on financial questions, Exports of wheat 
end flour from both coasts of the United 
States this week amount to 3,965,731 bushels, 
compared with 3.142,000 in the corresponding 
week last year, and 3,196,000 in the week two 
years ago. As is usual at this season, there 
is a considerable increase in the number of 
business failures in the” United States, the 
total reaching 403 this week, agains! 316 last 
week, 372 in the week one year ago, 480 two 
years ago and 313 in the week three years 


ago. 

Bradstreet’s review of the stock market says 
that early in the week Wall street was con- 
firmed in its belief that the government would’ 
issue $1,000,000 of 4 per cent, bonds to provide. 
for the treasury specie rve. The an- 
nouncement was made that J. P. Morgan & 
Co. were forming a syndicate to subscribe for 
this amount, with the further privilege of ob- 
ligation (as it may be regarded) to tak 
supplementary issue of a like sum, 
transpired that the syndicate has been largely 
over-subscribed: that foreign interests have 
taken part in the operation to an unknown 
amount, and that banks and institutions 
throughout the country, as well as in this 
city, have shown marked readiness to sur- 
render their gold holdings for a share in the 
new bonds.

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.— R. G. Dun & Co. “s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow 
that the commercial failures during. the com- 

lete year 1895 number 13,197, against 13,885 
n 1894, but the aggregate of liabilities is 
slightly greater, $173,196,000, against $172,992,- 
856, so that the average per failure is $13,124, 
against $12,458. in 1894. The bright promise of- 
fered in the first quarter was followed by a 
small increase in the second and third quar- 
ters, and a large increase. in the last quarter 
of the year. In that quarter, also, the de- 
ferred liabilities to each firm increased, and 
also the proportion of deferred liabilities to 
payments through clearing-houses. Remark. 
able contrasts ere shown this week in prices 
of materials and manufactured products. Com- 
pared with January 1, 1895, prices of manu- 
factured products and of materials. rose for 
pig iron 75.1 per: cent, to the highest point. 
but only 9,1 at the close, while manufactures 
of iron rose 53.7 at the highest point, and 23.5 
at the ‘close: anthracite coal rose 15.3 but 
closed 5.6 lower tha nJanuary 1, 1895. Wools 
rose 7.7 at the Highest point, and 6.9 at the 
close, but woolen goods recently were % of 1 
per cent. at the highest point closing a 
shade weaker. The comparisons cast much 
light on the depression and increase of the 
failures during the last quarter. Produce 
markets have been the theater of surprising 
changes, which have influenced all business.

ELECTRIC LINES. 


sou IMPORTANT CHANGES THAT 


ARE TO BE MADE. 


A General Manager for the Great 
Northern—Jnudge Jenkins Says 
He is not a Stumbling Block. 
Northern Pacific Receivership. 


The Los Angeles Railway Company 
is preparing for a series of extensive 
changes in the operation of the street- 
car lines, to take effect when the el¢c- 
tric cars begin running over the cable 
roads and the out-of-date oable cars 
are retired from service. There will be 
some changes in points where transfers 
are to be made, and an improved sys- 
tem of checking up the transfer tickets 
will be adopted, whereby conductors 
will be held accountable for every slip 
that they punch in the presence of the 
passenger. In the belief that the com- 
pany is daily deprived of numerous 
nickels that should find their way to 
the treasury, but are diverted by a mis- 
use of transfer checks, the new tickets 
will be numbered in series.and consec- 
utively and charged up to the conduc- 
tors who will account for all issued and 
returned unpunched. The other changes, 
now under way and prospective are nu- 
merous and important. Of the thirty-. 
one new 26-foot cars now on the way 
hither from the Pullman shops, two ar- 


cars, equipped with all the latest im- 
provements. The older University cars 
are being run into the shops a few at 
a time, given a general overhauling, 
and are being fitted with plate-glass 
ends for wind-breaks, to resenmible the 
cars of a later pattérn that are appre- 
ciated by passengers on the outside 
seats. 
built over and given glass ends, which 
will make the cars much more comfort- 
able. When the cables cease to run 
the grip cars will be dismantled and 
disposed of for old iron and stove-wood, 
there being no sale for such roiling 
stock, and the trailers will be utilized 
as needed on the electric lines. Super- 
Sntendent Aiken expects. the electric 
cars to replace the cable cars by Feb« 
ruary 1, the new engine and generator 
being now ready for business. 
Adjoining the power-house a building 
is being erected for the machine shop, 
and when that is ready the room now 
used by the machinists will be con- 
verted into the wood-working depart- 
imenu

This was done so as to give 
the eastern and western interests an 
opportunity to arrive at some agree- 
ment concerning the appointment of re- 
ceivers, 


WHAT JUDGE J ENKINS SAYS. 


MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) Jan. 3.—Tudge 
Jenkins of the United States Court, 
when asked concerning the truth of 
the statement telegraphed from Seattle 
that he is a stumbling-block in the way 
of arranging a joint operation of the 
Northern Pacific and that as a result 
there will be two distinct receivers for 
this great railroad property, said: 

“There’s nothing in that statement, 
as it is ridiculous on the face of it. 
You see it says I am in the way in per- 
sisting in holding to both McHenry and 
Bigelow, and will make no concessions 
whatever. At the same time it says 
that Messrs. McHenry, Bigelow, Bur- 
lelght and Galloway are to be appointed 
receivers by the other court. 

“There is no controversy whatever 
between the judges over this Northern 
Pacific reéeivership,”. declared Judge 
Jenkins, “and the statement that there 
is a confliet is erroneous. It is purely 
and simply a question of primary juris- 
diction. That is the subject for deter- 
mination, not the question of the per- 
sonality of the receivers. There is no 
controversy, so far as we are con- 
cerned, over the make-up of the re- 
ceivership. All we want to consider is 
the matter of jurisdiction. That is all 
there is to it.“
